Town Plans To Drill 
Three New Wells 


The Town of Vulcan Is planning 
to drill three new water wells this 
year In an effort to find better 
water. At the February council 
Pieeting, the waterworks commit¬ 
tee was authorized to proceed with 
arrangements for locating and 
drilling three new wells under the 
Winter Work Incentive Program, 
whereby 75% of the labor costs Is 
paid by the senior governments. 

Exact location of the projected 
new wells has not been determined 
as yet, although the most promis¬ 
ing area seems to be at the north 
side of the town. The water from 
Vulcan’s largest producing well is 
heavily loaded with Glauber’s salts 
and. If a better supply pf water is 
found, it is planned to cut this well 
off from the water system and 
keep It as an emergency supply 
well. 

The airport wells are now de¬ 
finitely out of the picture as a 
water supply for the town because 
of the high sulphur content of the 
water, but the town is still nego¬ 
tiating with the Crown Disposal 
Corporation for the purchase of 
the pumps and other equipment at 
the well sites.

Warbles are one of the five of¬ 
ficial pests. They are considered 
the worst and most expensive live¬ 
stock pest in Alberta. The warble 
flies, during the egg laying season, 
cause cattle to stampede with re¬ 
sultant loss of milk and flesh. 
Grubs spend about nine months 
burrowing through the body, of 
the animal, causing considerable 
pain, irritation and unthriftiness, 
l acking plants report considerable 
wastage of meat resulting from 
warble cysts having to be cut off, 
difigurement leading to lower 
grades and a decrease In the value 
of the hides. Warble flies cause an 
estimated 10% l-eduction In beef 
and 25% loss in milk production. 

Warble flies are large, dark 
hairy flies with bands of yellow or 
orange, somewhat resembling the 
small bumble bee. They live only 
a week and thus are seldom seen. 
Females lay from 400 to 800 eggs, 
during bright sunny days of the 
summer, on the hair of the legs 
and lower parts of the body. Small 
grubs hatch out In a few days, 
penetrate the skin and migrate 
through the animal system, until 


they appear towards spring as 
grubs under the skin of the back. 
After about six weeks In this posi¬ 
tion, the full grown grubs squeeze 
through their oreathing holes and 
drop to the ground. The .grubs 
change to hard, black bupae, 
which, after a month or longer, 
emerge as adult flies. I 

To destroy the grubs, afteX they 
reach the oacks of the animals, 
hand or spray treatments can be 
employed. This should be done 
during March or April, depending 
on the area and weather, when 
most grubs are mature and ready 
to drop. Hand treatment, for 
smaller herds, is done by rubbing 
warble powder into the grub holes 
or scrubbing the oacks of the 
cattle with a wurble wash. A stiff 
brush should be used to penetrate 
the hair, remove the scab and get 
the insecticide through the grub 
hole. For treating herds or or¬ 
ganized groups of herds a power 
sprayer is a great labor saver. 
Using pressure of from 400 to 600 
p.s.i., required to penetrate the 
hair and remove the scab to get 
the liquid into the grub holes, and 
a wash consisting of 7% lbs., of 5% 
Rotenone powder added to 89 gal¬ 
lons of water. Approximately 140 
head of cattle can be effectively 
treated with this amount of wash. 
Two or even three treatments at 
30-35 day intervals are recom¬ 
mended. 

The Service Board sprayer will 
be available to the stockmen of the 
I, This will 
Include the operators’ wages and 
the chemical. Anyone wishing to 
take advantage of this should con¬ 
tact his neighbors and if possible, 
organize programs on a community 
basis to include areas of possibly 
half a township. This •vill remove 
the necessity of a lot of travelling 
for the operator and equipment 
and help keep eypenses at a mini¬ 
mum.

-THE IMPORTANCE OF HOME 

I have had occasion to spend a 
good deal of time with older people 
lately, and in my dealings with 
them I have found one thing that 
seems always to come up. They in¬ 
sist, without exception that when 
they look back over their lives the 
most important memories are of 
home ... the homes they lived in 
as children, and the homes they 
provided for their own families. 
One old man told me sadly that, 
“1 guess I put less effort into my 
home than anything, but got more 
out of it." He said that if he had 
it to do over again, he would work 
just as hard at being a good mem¬ 
ber of the family circle as he did 
at being a successful preacher. 

That made me think of Maurice 
Chevalier who, at 70, Is creating 
new and fabulous successes. Chev¬ 
alier has been smart; he has made 
several fortunes, but he kept his 
life very simple. “My life has al¬ 
ways centered in my home,” he 
said recently. He spends his money 
carefully, and most of it goes into 
his home. None of it goes to bluff 
others about his wealth. He doesn’t 
gad around. He spends many 
nights watching television, and he 
goes to bed early. “I want to live 
Hie kind of life I believe in,” he 
said, “and not the phony kind.” 

It seems to me Chevalier has the 
right idea. I am pleased that TV 
seems to be helping to make home 
a central part of our lives these 
days, although I wish it could be 
done without too much TV watch¬ 
ing. A nation of citizens raised in 
good homes is going to be a good 
nation, and strong. 

I read that in China the com¬ 
munists are taking children away 
from the family as soon as possible, 


and raising them impersonally in 
communes. I grieve for those 
children, and for China itself. 
What millions of fine memories are 
being destroyed! And worst of all, 
those who are perpetrating this 
terrible thing are doing it in the 
name of humanity. They are con¬ 
vinced they are being virtuous, be¬ 
cause they belive that in the long 
run China will profit from it. 

That, to my mind, is the curse 
of these “isms.” They all claim 
great virtue. They all seem able to 
commit the most heinous crimes 
while mouthing pious platitudes 
about the systems they are build¬ 
ing! 

Let’s hope Canada continues to 
make home a sacred place.
